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Retired Postal Worker Discusses 


Trauma Of Being Youth On His 
Own; Urges Children Stay At Home 


By JANICE D. HAMLET 

When William McDonald 
says children shouldn't be so 
quick to leave home, he’s not 
just making the typical grown- 
up plea. McDonald himself ran 
away from -home and it cost 
him a price more than he was 
willing to pay. 

In his autobiography, Stay 
Home Chliidreni, McDonald 
expresses the trauma of being 
orphaned age and leaving 
home'when he was neither 
physically nor mentally 
prepared. 

“One of my earliest recollec- 
tions was my mother’s acci- 
dent when | was four years 
old,” he wrote. “She fell into a 
bed of coals in the fireplace 
while holding my baby brother 
in her arms because she was 
subject to having what was 
then called sleeping spells.” 

McDonald continues. “! can 
recall seeing doctors cutting

my mother’ s arm off while she 
was asleep but the saddest 
time of all was one night my 
mother called for me.” 
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“| discovered that she could 
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not see as her eyes were all 
bandaged up, so when | ans- 


wered her, | said, “Ma, can you. 


see me?” Then | remember it 
being at night and she was try- 
ing to show the family angeis 
around her bed, especially my 
father and oldest sister.” 

“My mother died and at the 
cemetery | remember them 
singing, “On the Other Side of 
Jordan.” 

McDonald's father died three 
years later leaving him to live 
with his grandmother who died 
two years later. 

From that point, McDonald's 
lite consisted of living with rei- 
atives. But, in the meantime, he 
was turning into a delinquent, 
stealing, lying and always run- 
ning away. 

Because he longed to be on 
his own, McDonald's expe- 
riences led him to jump freight 
trains, live in juvenile detention 
centers and spend many nights 
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much trauma. He has written about his experiences in hopes that children may reed and digest what really 
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hungry and with no place to 
sleep. 

After many adventures, the 
young man returned home to 
an uncle and two cousins 
where his ‘life began to take 
root.

Michael Anthony Woods was murdered on Ju 
and | can't believe that his murder would wa one ee 
accepted .by the community, but even Publicly applauded 
by law enforcement officials. Mike was sent to purchase a 
cake for my grandson's first birthday party. An “off-duty” 
policeman murdered him as he went out to conduct this 
business, and Mike never came home. 


Cries ‘Look What They 


Tell me, what itis that makes-a-human being, acitizen, a 


son, a brother, a grandson, a fiance, a neighbor, anda friend 
look like a “maggot” to law enforcement people, so that 
others in the Cleveland community can avoid this “justifia- 
ble extermination” at their hands. Is being young, or black, 
or unemployed, or driving down city streets an offense 
punishable by death? 

Mike had no police record, was a peaceful and peaceable 
person, and was deserving of his right to life. So why was he 
looked down upon as a “maggot”? Such Arrogance; Such 
Disdain for human life! Does the Police State that thinking 
people have always dreaded exist Here and Now? Did this 
state of affairs happen suddenly, or gradually while citizens 
were not paying attention? ; , 

Much attention has been given in the media to the “oft- 
duty” policeman. | have always understood “off-duty” to 
indicate a person who is a civilian like any other. Can citi- 
zens settle grievances at the end of an illegal 9mm auto- 
matic weapon? Does the statement that this “off-duty” 
policeman was reportedly on his way to a police union 
meeting authenticate his murder of my son? Are the actions 

-of an “off-duty” policeman on his way to aunion meeting the 
official acts of the Cleveland Police Department? Can one 
citizen murder another over hot words, traffic disagree- 
ments, or whatever racial slurs might have been 
exchanged? 

My son was murdered by this man, yet his actions have 
been approved and sanctioned and‘ much sympathy has 
been extended to HIS family. As far as | know, his family is 
intact; and no members of his family have been shot down in 
the stréet. But look what they done to my son! Mike's life was 
extinguished at twenty-four along with all his career and 
family plans; and a tremendous void is left in my life and in 

_ the lives of all who knew and loved him. 

Much has been covered up in this matter, and facts and 
evidence have been subverted and suppressed. Witnesses 
have been intimidated and ignored. The chief witness was 
‘never allowed to give his testimony before the grand jury 
because he was told that he was too far away from the scene 
to have heard what he heard. He had the only eye-witness 
account of before the shooting events to relate, but he was 
denied the opportunity to testify. The original “police inves- 
tigation” was secret, and now the grand jury “investigation* 
has returned a verdict of “no bill”. 

My family has been told that. grand jury hearings are 
secret and private, and that no observers are permitted and 
no transcripts are available. These secret, private proceed- 
ings cannot be called the democratic process at work. We 
have waited patiently for justice in this matter as law- 


abiding citizens, yet no official information has been 
released to us from these “secret and private” investiga- 
tions, and we still do nat know the reason why this “off-duty 
policeman” was allowed to kill my son with impunity. 
Many potice officiais from Cleveland, suburban, and 
downstate departments have rushed to the defense of this 
killer policeman. Curiously enough, none of them-_were-on 


the scene when Mike was killed, yet they offer to attest to the 


Sterling character of the policeman involved in order to 
exonerate his actions. POLICEMEN ARE APPOINTED, 
NOT ANNOINTED. They take an oath to serve all men, and 
they are not above the law. 

Only three people were present at the scene before the 
murder: the eyewitness who heard angry words exchanged 
beforé the shot, the “off-duty policeman”, and my son, Mike. 

he policeman gave his account to absolve himself of blame 
and responsibility. The eyewitness was not allowed to give 
his testimony before the grand jury, but was discounted and 
discredited without being heard. Mike could not be reached 
for comment. Only his family is left to pursue justice in his 
behalf. ‘ 3 

Why would an “off-duty policeman” drive down city 
Streets at 12:10 in the afternoon with an-illegal 9mm gun on 
his front seat, as well as his police issue, and any other guns 
when he is “off-duty? Why so many guns? Was he prepared 
for an all-out war on “maggots”? He said in a TV interview 
right after the crime that he habitually had this 9mm, which 
Carries 13 rounds of ammunition, on the front seat of his 
Volkswagen because “! have received some threats.” Do 
police decide who is worthy to live or who is to be “justifiably 
exterminated."? The murder of my son was unprovoked and 
unwarranted. 

There were no powder burns found on Mike's body or 
clothing. A 22 calibér gun was reportedly “found” on the

front seat of Mike's car, and the gun had not been fired. Yet 
the police claim to have “forgotten” to test the gun for recent 
firing, while still alleging that a dent: was found in the 
policeman’s car. One newspapér account even said the 
police had found a bullet “embedded” in the car of the 
policeman. No such bullet or bullet hole was found, and this 
lie is part-of the cover-up. In reconstructing the scene, | 
cannot understand how it is possible to “find” a gun and a 
box of bullets neatly arranged on the front seat of a car 
which had hit a utility pole with enough force to turn end- 
over-end twice before coming to rest. All of this happened in 
the space of less, than one city block, and! think my son was 
trying desperately to get away from his murderer. 
if Mike had reached across his body to point a gun at 
someone while driving in traffic, the gun would have fallen 
out of the car as he was shot, and bullets would have been 
scattered everywhere in the car and out on the ground. 
There are very many inconsistencies in the case that this 
policeman and his friends put together hastily to absolve 
him. 
| am severely hurt, angry and disillusioned by the entire 
chain of events that happened to Mike. There was no 
attempt at a real investigation of Mike's murder, but only an 
unbelievable scramble to clear the policeman and to tidy up 
the whole affair “for the good of the force”. | believe the 
intentions of the mayor, the safety director, and other city 
officials were genuine when they promised to initiate the 
re-investigation, but | think even they were surprised by the 
manipulations and machinations in this case. All the time 
that the investigation was taking place, this policeman, 
while “on leave with pay” was permitted to “volunteer” in the 


Homicide Investigation Unit, the very department conduct- 


ing the investigation into his conduct and actions, whereby 
he had access to the records, the evidence, the addresses of 
witnesses, and was allowed to answer the teléphone in this 
unit so that any potential witnesses who called the Homi- 
cide Unit encountered this “off-duty” and “on leave with- 
pay” policeman first. 

We are a rational, law-abiding family, and we recognize 
the need for responsible law enforcement. In fact, we have 
received many letters and expressions of sympathy from 
policemen and city officials..! publicly thank them for con- 
tacting us and | am grateful to other members of the com- 
‘munity - black and white - who have reached out to us in love 
and brotherhood. Thank you from myself and my family. 

However, responsible and responsive law enforcement 
officers do not look upon human beings as “maggots” and 
will not condone the actions of one of their own as the 

~ “Orkin Man” and the exterminator of a young man whg had 
committed no criminal offenses and had no police record. 
Mike should have had a brilliant future as he was talented 
and loving and outgoing and helpful to everyone who knew 
him. So many people knew and loved him, and we all have 
beautiful memories. But warm and loving memories are not 

enough in this case, and we will never accept his murder.

With the staggering econ- 
omy, the newly created 
Columbus Countywide Devel- 
opment Corporation (CCDC) 
is serious about creating and 
retaining jobs for small busi- 
nesses, their employees, and 
of course, the unemployed. 

In trying to meet these eco- 
nomic needs, the program 
recently approved 12 business 
projects fora total of $5.9 mil- 
lion in loans. 


Two of those businesses are’ 


black-owned, and were able to 
come up with 10 percent of the 
total required financing, “while 
private lenders provide 50 per- 
cént and the development 
company sells debentures for 
the remaining 40 percent,” 
according to Robert Milligan, 
director of the program.
